Wallace  set  the  stage  for  anoth- 
er “Old  Miss”  crisis  by  vowing  to 
block  the  enrollments  with  physi- 
cal force,  if  necessary. 

The  governor  announced  his 
stand  at  a hastily  summoned 
news  conference  in  Montgomery 
shortly  after  the  ruling  was  hand- 
ed down  here  by  Judge  H.  Hobart 
Grooms.

“When  the  Governor  stands  in 
defiance  of  federal  authority  he 
encouraged  others  to  join  him— 
that  brings  on  racial  violence,” 
Flowers  said. 

WALLACE  campaigned  on  the 
pledge  to  “stand  in  school  house 
door”  to  prevent  integration,  and 
he  was  questioned  whether  his 
latest  move  was  a fulfillment  of 
that  pledge. 

“I  will  stand  there  and  refuse 
to  admit  anyone  who  is  not  in 
the  best  interest  of  the  health, 
welfare,  safety  and  well-being  of 
the  state,”  Wallace  replied.

Directed  Thinking 


Editor.  Daily  Universe: 


It  has  been  my  observation 
after  five  years  at  this  Univer- 
sity, that  there  exists  a definite! 
campaign  on  the  part  of  some 
officials  to  direct  thinking  in 
areas  for  which  they,  in  my 
mind,  have  no  special  license.  ] 
One  need  no  especially  acute  ^ 
perception  to  note  that  the  week- 1 
ly  forum  speakers  tend  to  advo- 
cate the  same  political  and  eco-j 
nomic  philosophy.  Can  we  claim 
intellectual  honesty  for  ourselves, ; 
however,  when  we  present  only 
one  side  of  an  issue  while  the 
other  i»  disparaged  or  at  best 
neglected,  or  can  we  say  that  we 
are  now  prepared  as  individuals 
to  reason  independently  on  these 
Issues?  I quote  John  Stuart  Mill: 

“We  may,  and  must,  assume 
our  opinion  to  be  true  for  the 
guidance  of  our  own  conduct: 
and  it  is  assuming  no  more  when 
we  forbid  bad  men  to  pervert 
society  by  the  propagation  of  op- 
inions which  we  regard  as  false 
and  prenicious. 

“I  answer,  that  it  is  assuming 
very  much  more  . . . Complete 
liberty  of  contradicting  and  dis- 1 
aproving  our  opinion,  the  very 
condition  which  justifies  us  inj 
assuming  its  truth  for  purposes 
of  action.” 

Another  case  in  point  is  the 
adamant  stand  to  which  the  uni- 
versity was  officially  committed 
in  the  recent  UEA  issue.  A sub- 
stantial portion  of  the  graduating 
teachers  of  other  universities  in 
the  state,  and  many  respected 
and  supposedly  enlightened  edu- 
cators in  the  area  supported  the 
stand  of  the  UEA.  Initially,  the 
great  majority  of  the  graduating 
teachers  of  this  university,  af- 
ter being  exposed  to  vigorous 
campaigning  from  the  adminis- 


tration, opposed  the  position  of 
the  UEA.  To  me,  regardless  of 
the  m.erits  of  either  position,  this 
suggests  conditioned  thought 
rather  than  independent  thought 
and  is  unbecoming  a university 
however  sincere  may  be  the  con- 
victions of  its  administrators.  I 
also  question  the  value  of  this 
type  of  training.  Quoting  Emer- 
son: “Free  should  be  the  scholar 
. . . ‘without  any  hindrance  that 
does  not  arise  out  of  his  own 
constitution.’  ” 

The  irony  of  the  whole  m^- 
ter  is  that  in  attempting  to  fo's- 
ter  the  growth  of  the  “rugged 
Individual,”  which  is  the  ideal  of 
an  active  and  vociferous  segment 
of  our  society,  individualism 
along  with  with  independent 
judgment  creativity,  and  new 
thought  and  actually  being  stif- 
led.

Lobos  Favored  to  Take  Track  Title 
But  Cougars  Looking  for  Upset  Win

The  Cougars  of  Brigham 
Young  University  will  be  literally 
running  for  their  conference  lives 
when  the  gun  sounds  to  open  the 
first  Western  Athletic  Conference 
track  meet,  ?.Iay  24-25  in  Tempe, 
Ariz. 

For  the  first  time  in  a number 
of  years  the  Pumas  will  be  enter- 
ing a conference  finale  as  under- 
dogs but  they  could  surprise  a 
number  of  people  after  the  final 
stats  are  taken. 

The  Y thinclads  are  just  begin- 
ning to  hit  their  peak  form  in 
contrast  to  the  southern  teams 
who  reached  theirs  some  time 
past. 

Led  by  talented  quarter-miler 
Bob  Tobler,  the  Cats  set  several 
season  highs  in  the  Beehive  In- 
vitational in  Logan  and  can  be 
expected  to  better  these  in  the 
conference  test. 

Tobler  established  a national 
high  for  the  1963  season  with  a 
blazing  time  of  46  seconds  flat  in 
his  440-yard  specialty  and  will, 


now  be  favored  to  take  a first 
place  ribbon  in  Arizona. 

This  should  prove  to  be  the 
feature  event  of  the  entire  meet 
with  the  three  fastest  quarter- 
milers  in  the  nation  for  1963 
competing.  The  other  WAC 
speedsters  are  New  Mexico’s 
Adolph  Plummer,  who  is  second 
In  the  nation  with  a mark  of 
:46.2,  and  Arizona  State’s  Ulis 
Wiliams,  with  a time  of  ;46.4. 

Only  four-tenths  of  a second 
separates  each  of  these  three  per- 
formers and  with  this  type  of 
stimulus  it  is  very  likely  that  a 
new  national  and  perhaps  even  a 
world  record  may  be  established. 

Ray  Barrus,  in  the  two-mile 
run  will  be  favored  to  claim  a 
ribbon  in  that  event  and  Bob  Co- 
wart will  have  a tough  battle 
with  Arizona  State’s  Joe  Cald- 
well but  could  give  the  Cats  a 
first  place  finish  in  his  specialty. 
Each  have  jumped  6-8i  this  sea- 
son. 

Mike  Douglas  is  three-tenths  of 
a second  better  than  any  other 
WAC  220-y  a r d intermediate 


hurdler  this  season  and  should 
bring  home  a first.  Douglas  and 
Parker  could  also  team  up  to  take 
first  and  second  in  the  330-yard 
hurdles. 

The  Mountain  Cats  should 
make  most  of  their  points  in  the 
field  events,  where  along  with 
high  jumper  Cowart,  they  have 
three  good  performers  in  the 
shot,  discus  and  javelin.  Emmett 
Smith,  in  the  broad  jump  is  just 
hitting  top  form  (he  leaped  24-84 
in  Logan)  and  Danny  Boyle  set  a 
new  personal  high  with  a pole 
vault  of  14-10  and  just  missed  15 
feet. 

Depth  will  undoubtedly  be  a 
huge  factor  to  give  any  of  the 
teams  a victory  and  the  Cats 
probably  have  as  much  as  any 
team  entered.  All  three  of  the 
southern  schools  have  posted  de- 
feats on  the  Cats  this  year  but 
that  was  early  in  the  season 
when  they  were  in  top  form  and 
the  Y thinclads  were  only  start- 
ing. Thus  the  meet  title  could  go 
to  anyone,  and  the  Cougars  have 
their  eye  on  it.

ho State  (7-0  and  8-1).  Their  only 
losses  have  been  to  Arizona  (8-1 
and  7-2)  and  Utah  (4-3  and  6-1). 

LEADING  the  team  this  season 
as  the  number  one  singles  player 
is  George  Conway,  a transfer  stu- 
dent from  Santa  Monica  Jr.  Col- 
lege, where  he  was  chosen  Ath- 
lete of  the  Year  in  1960.
